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Bishop Chavez tells of ‘night of terror’ in Ecuador

Bishop Gilbert Chavez, auxiliary 
of the San Diego diocese, returned 


to his home diocese Tuesday after. 


suffering arrest and detention with 
14 fellow bishops and others in 
Ecuador attending a pastoral con- 
ference. 


In an interview, he described his 
experiences as ‘‘a night of terror I 
will never forget.’’ He was referring 
to the 27 hours spent in a military 
jail in Quito, Ecuador Aug. 12 and 
13. Pore . 

“I HAVE NEVER experienced 
such a sense of doubt about what 
was happening to our world,’’ he 
said. “It was a night of terror, of 
confusion in an unjust situation.’’ 

Bishop Chavez was with three 
other bishops from the United States 


and officials from the U.S. Catholic 


Conference, attending a_ pastoral 
conference at Riobamba, Ecuador. 

Security agents of the military 
government of Ecuador detained as 
“‘subversives’’ 57 persons, includ- 
ing the four U.S. bishops attending 
the inter-American meeting hosted 
by the Bishop of Riobamba, 
Leonidas Proano. 


WITH BISHOP Chavez from the 


United States were: Archbishop 
Robert Sanchez of Santa Fe, N.M.;: 
Bishop Patrick. Flores, auxiliary of 
San Antonio, Tex., and Bishop Juan 
Arzube, auxiliary of Los Angeles. 


Bishop Arzube was born in 
Guayaquil, Ecuador. 


Bishop Chavez said the nightmare 
experience brought home to them 
the message of the Eucharistic 
Congress which they had. all 
attended the week before in 
Philadelphia. 


*‘There we heard Mother Teresa,

conferences on the hunger of the 
world for justice, for bread. - 


*“WE FOUND we had to stand up 
and be counted, by continuing the 
message of the congress in a country 
where it applies so much,”’ said the 
bishop. 

He had returned from Ecuador via 
Bogota, Columbia, and Mexico City, 
where he stayed overnight with the 
Archbishop of Mexico City. He 
arrived at Los Angeles airport Aug. 
17, and went to his rectory in San 


Bernardino.

Latin bishops condemn arrests 


BOGOTA, Colombia (NC)—The 
Latin American Bishops’ Council 


(CELAM) has condemned the arrest 


of 57 participants at a bishops’ 
meeting in Riobamba, Ecuador, as 
“‘arbitrary’’ and ‘‘damaging to the 
freedom of pastoral action of the 
Church.’’ 


““We appeal to the government of 
Ecuador to offer an explanation to 
public opinion for such an unprec- 
edented move,’’ said a statement 
signed by Bishop Alfonso Lopez 


Trujillo, secretary general of 
CELAM, an organization serving 23 
national — bishops’ conferences 


throughout Latin America. 


‘“Compelled by the obvious grav- 


ity of the arrests, CELAM condemns 
such an arbitrary procedure, which 
it considers unacceptable and dam- 
aging to the freedom of pastoral 
action of the Church. We offer our 
solidarity to the victims of this 
abuse,”’ the text said. 


Some 3,000 persons participated 
in a demonstration of support for 
Bishop Leonidas Proano of Rio- 
bamba after secret police raided the 
meeting at Holy Cross retreat house 
and arrested the group.

The four United States bishops and 
the two representatives of the Spanish 
speaking secretariat of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference issued a statement in Quito, 
Ecuador, protesting the ‘unfounded 
suspicions’’ of Ecuadorian officials. 


The text of the statement, in part, 
follows: 


We wish to clarify that this meeting 
was in no way secretive. Our partici- 
' pants were present with the knowledge 
of the respective national conferences of 
bishops. We further wish to clarify that 
there was nothing subversive about the 
meeting itself, for it dealt totally with 
the pastoral experiences of the various 
participants. 


We do wish to protest the unfounded 
suspicions of the Ecuadorean govern- 
ment concerning the meeting, and most 
especially the violent and forceful 
manner the meeting was disrupted and 
all the participants arrested. Military 
police dressed as civilians forced all the 
members of the household at the Holy 


Official statement of four U.S. bishops 


‘Cross house, together with the partici- 
pants, to board a bus for a five-hour trip 
to Quito without offering any identifica- 
tion of explanation of the arrest. 


Neither at the time of the arrest nor 
during the time of detention was a 
reason ever offered us for these violent. 
acts. We were detained from 5 p.m. of 
Aug. 12 until 8:30 p.m. of Aug. 13. 


We do wish to clarify that during our 
detention the treatment of all of us was 
courteous. We are grateful for the 
intervention of the papal nuncio, the 
cardinal-archbishop of Quito and the 
American embassy for their help on 
behalf of all of those detained. , 


We wish to clarify that we were in no 
way expelled or deported from the 
country. All who’ had: been arrested 
have been given unconditional release. 
We have no ill feelings against the 
country of Ecuador or its people. But we 
do regret the serious and disgraceful act 
on the part of the acting minister of the 
interior. 


Arrested bishops made ‘Christlike’ stand in jail, priest says 


QUITO, Ecuador (NC)—The 15 


‘foreign bishops from Latin America 


and the United States arrested by 
military authorities at Riobamba as 
““subversives’’ while they discussed 
ways to help the poor, took a 
“‘Christlike stand’’ while in jail for 
27 hours, said a priest who was 


‘arrested with them. 


They insisted on- being released 


together with the rest of the 57 


persons herded by armed security 
agents into a bus, and were willing 
to stay in jail as long as it took to 


_hegotiate the return to freedom of 


several Ecuadoreans, including 


Bishop Leonidas Proano of Riobam- 
ba, the priest said. 
ACCORDING to the priest—U:S. 
Columban Father Edgar Beltran— 
the bishops refused food except for a 
cup of coffee and slept on the bare 


floor in their cell at the San Gregoria 


police headquarters here. . 


The four U.S. bishops, including 
Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez, of 
San Diego, were accompanied by 
Father. Beltran and Paul Sedillo, 
both of the U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence. ‘ 

The morning of the day they were 
arrested; said Father Beltran, the 


group had read at prayers the 
passage in the Acts of the Apostles 
on the arrest of St. Peter: ‘‘As the 
Sadduccees came upon them, being 
grieved because they were teaching 
the people and proclaiming in the 
case of Jesus the resurrection from 
the dead, they set hands upon them 
and placed them in custody until the 
next day.”’ 5 


“‘THIS WAS A forceful preview of 
what was to come,”’ the priest said. 

He and others described the 
events that followed. 


We had discussed the vision of 
faith in Christ as applied to 
conditions in Latin America, the 
need of his Church to tend to the 
poor. Then there was this rumble 


and the door opened. Some 40 men 


in civilian clothes and heavily armed 
ordered us into the bus, some 57 
persons. No explanation, no reason. 
The ride to Quito took five hours. 


Discussions were accompanied by 
prayer and liturgical celebrations. 
This was continued in jail. All the 


bishops concelebrated at San Gre- 
gorio after midnight, and in\ the 
early morning we all said prayers in 
common. 


““We never mentioned politics or 
subversion or Marxist subjects. 
There was a report on Ecuador, as 
there were brief reports on other 
countries, but without getting into 
political problems. 


‘“YET WE HAVE been accused of 
being subversive. That is an absurd 
contention, knowing the stand and 
quality of the bishops and priests | 
participating in this meeting. 

Officers at the jail offered the 
bishops. some food and other 
comforts, but they refused, saying 
they wanted to share with Christ his 
sufferings for man’s redemption. 
They took only a cup of coffee at one 
time, nothing else during the 27 
hours.

provided just the kind of Sondiions 


‘about which the Eucharistic Con- 


gress theme protested. 


‘*THERE IS an 80 per cent infant 
mortality rate among the Indians 
there,’’ he said. “They are punished 
and whipped. It is a land of 
oppression and injustice.’’ 


He commented that in his 
experiences as a chaplain to the 
police as a priest in this diocese he 
had seen only one side of the 
question of arrest. ‘‘Now I have 
experienced the other side of the 
fence, . carried out in a most unjust 
way,’” he said. 


The bishop found great comfort in 
the fact that those imprisoned 
‘‘came together’’ as a Christian 
praying group, in a most intense and 
real experience. ‘“We prayed, we 
said the Rosary, we celebrated Mass 
during those 27 hours, and refused 
the food which they offered after 17 
hours.’ 


ASKED WHAT the treatment in 
military prison was. like, he said, 
““‘We were not exactly pushed 
around, but it was not in any way 
comfortable. ”’ 

Bishop Proano of Riobamba has 
been a champion of social justice for 
Indian peasants in Ecuador, and has 
been at odds with its military rulers 


and with large landholders of 
Chimborazo province, whose capital 
is Riobamba. 


Archbishop Robert Sanchez, 
speaking in Albuquerque, N.M., 
following his return, said, ‘‘I believe 
the arrests were an attempt to 
discredit Bishop Proano. 


‘“*THEY CONFISCATED our notes 
on the presentations. They told us to 
board military buses and they took 
us to Quito. They did not allow us to 
get our coats or our passports, and 
offered no explanation on why we 
were being detained. 


“We sang religious songs all the © 


way to Quito in defiance of police 
orders to ‘shut up and not move.’ At 
Quito’s San Gregoria barracks we 
were. placed in a large room and 
guarded by men with carbines.’’ 


St. Catherine parishioner 
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Bp. Posadas crosses border 
with story of Tijuana’s needs

SOLANA BEACH—Bishop Juan Jesus 
Posadas of the neighboring diocese of 
Tijuana, Mexico, came across the border last 
weekend. 


At St. James church, here, where he 
concelebrated the Saturday evening and 
Sunday Masses on the Feast of the 
Assumption, Bishop Posadas spoke to SC of 
the needs of his diocese. His 78 priests—S3 
diocesan—are ‘‘completely insufficient’’ to 
cope with the 700,000 people now living in 
Tijuana. 


AND IN THE diocesan major seminary 


there are only 18 seminarians, he said. 


‘The special collection at St. James, to be 
routed through the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith, will be used partly 
to move the seminary to a more central 
location. 


According to Msgr. William Spain, pastor 
at St. James, the city of Tijuana, which had 
only 200 people at the turn of the century, 
has an annual growth rate of 9.2 per cent. He 
said by 1980 Tijuana will have more people 
than San Diego. 


BISHOP POSADAS, speaking through his 
interpreter, Holy Cross Father James Irwin, 
who has served the Tijuana diocese for six 
years, said the population explosion has 
economic, ‘social, political, moral and 
spiritual repercussions. 


The Tijuana bishop said ‘‘the Church can 
give very insufficient help”’ in fighting the 
vast amount of poverty in his diocese. 


And there is no official. cooperation 
between the Mexican government and the 
Church to battle poverty ‘because constitu- 
tionally the Church doesn’t ‘have any 
juridical personality,’’ Bishop Posadas said. 
“*So in juridical terms the Church doesn’t 
exist because the government cannot relate 
officially to a nonentity.’’ 


HOWEVER, he said, the Church might be 
asked in an unofficial way—outside of 
political channels—to help the people. 


-“For example, if the public health 


“department wants to give a mass inocula- 


tion, they will ask the Church to cooperate by 
helping motivate the people to get their 
shots. 


“‘But the major type of help to the poor the 
Church in Tijuana gives is through several 
hospitals and orphanages. And the govern- 
ment does not intervene negatively in 
Church work.’’ So the Church is free to do 


what it can, he said. 


“The principal reason why the Church 
cannot give adequate help to the poor is a 
matter of economics,’’ the bishop said, 
““because the Church in Mexico cannot own 
real estate or businesses from which it can 
derive funds. So it is totally dependent on 
what the people can give.”’ 


THERE ARE few parish schools and the 
government does not allow religious 
instruction to be connected with public 
schools in any way. 


But religious are allowed to operate 
schools in which catechism is taught, Bishop 
Posadas said. There are 15 such schools, 
mostly for elementary grades, in the 
diocese. 


Public school students go to parish centers 
for catechism on Saturdays, and during the 
summer parishes conduct a special two-week 
summer school for religion. 


THE MEXICAN people are known for 
their deep faith in the Church which the 
bishop said ‘‘could be called natural. 
However, it does present a particular 
problem i in that it is traditionally based,”’ he 
said, ‘‘because it is difficult for the people to 
understand the life of the Vatican.”’ 


But when they trust a priest, they will 
follow him, he said. 


There is no permanent deacon program in 
the diocese and only a few lay eucharistic 
ministers. 


Bishop Posadas praised the people of San 
Diego diocese for their help in his See. 


HE SAID many have helped “in the 
hospitals and orphanages, including doctors 
who go to Tijuana and also receive patients 
in the U.S. 


The Mexican prelate said he is grateful to 
Bishop Leo T. Maher who has invited him 
and priests of the Tijuana diocese to speak at 
parishes in the San Diego diocese. 

The parish council of St. James asked 
Bishop Posadas to come to their parish, 
Msgr. Spain said. 

‘“WE FEEL the people of our parish want 
to show a greater interest in the work of the 
Church in areas gee of us,’’ said Msgr. 


_ Spain. 


“Bishop Posadas’ presence here today 
takes the place of the annual appeal for the 
Society for the Propagation of the Fai 
the pastor said. ‘‘We hope this will establish 
a trend which will continue in this 
jurisdiction.’’ E

He reports that $1,829,434 
of the $2,307,000 pledged in 
the campaign has been 
redeemed in cash. ‘‘We have

pledge redemptions will ex- 
ceed $2 million.’’ 


Nearly 45 parishes have 
collected 100 per cent or 
more of the pledges made 
toward their individual target 
figures, Standing said. And 
144 parishes have received 
rebates from the campaign of 
nearly $687,000. 


Under a new plan adopted 
for the annual Stewardship 
campaign last year, parishes 
receive larger shares of the 
collection. (See chart on page 
10.) 


“I was excited at what I thought would be

Anticipating 
working with a relatively small singing 
group, she was “‘surprised and a bit 
startled’ to find herself rehearsing with the 
250-member choir of the First Baptist 
Church of Dallas. 


The purpose of the proposed tour, she 
learned, was not only entertainment, but 
Christian witness. The preliminary weeks of 
intensive rehearsal also included several 
seminars in street evangelism. 


“At first I was rather uncomfortable. They 


were all so experienced at this kind of thing, 
and although I had given my life to God a 
couple of years before, I was not used to 
sharing my feelings or speaking in public 
about my faith.’”” Soon she was singing and 
‘signing’ ’—interpreting for deaf audiences 
—the ‘‘gospel’’ repertoire of the choir. 


“*People would ask, ‘What gives you all 
this enthusiasm for what you do?’ and I 
realized that there was a difference,’’ she 
said. “I had wanted to be an actress and 
singer, but a lot of that had to do with being 
noticed and the applause and all that. Now I 
see performing as a way to share my faith 
with others. A 


God has a plan for everyone, Patsy 
believes and just knowing that makes 
difficulties and disappointments easier to 
bear. Now this vivacious young girl wants to 
use her talents to work among the deaf 
community.

“There is a reason fer everything,’’ she 
said, ‘‘and a reason for the affliction of the 
deaf. I think they can do a great deal for 
others because of their infirmity rather than 
in spite of it.’’ 


COMMENTING ON ithe difficulty of 
interesting the public in the needs of the 
deaf, Patsy stated that her trip had been 
sponsored by the Lion’s Club of San Diego. 
“‘They have a program for the deaf and have 
established a Deaf Foundation. They have 
also said they will help found the orphanage 
for deaf children which is my Snphiee she 
said. 


Every audience to which she played on the 
Bicentennial tour included a number of deaf 
people with as many as 200 at one 
performance in Dallas. On this occasion the 
audience collected $140 as a donation. Patsy 
hopes to use this amount to sponsor a retreat 
for the deaf in the San Diego area, in 
cooperation with the youth department and

Unity and obedience 


Whoever denies, whoever contests, whoever 
lets himself, on his own authority, judge the 
hierarchical role of the Church breaks the 
bonds which unite the Church. One element in 
rebuilding the Church that needs strengthening 

is authority, that special divinely given power 
which has a single specific purpose which is to 
teach, sanctify and govern the People of God. 


The Church’s authority comes from Christ . 


through the apostles, not from the consent of 
the people or from any earthly source. The 
authority Christ gave the Church is not simply a 
prophetic and charismatic power, but a 


teaching authority. The Church is a hierarchical 
structure with a function of ordering and 
obedience. 


Authority in.the Church is a form of pastoral 
service, inspired by love, guided by truth. It is 
not ordered to despotic and _ egotistical 
domination of others.—To a general audience 


What is ‘Church 


What does the word ‘‘Church’’ mean, in the 
thinking of Christ? We must remember that 
this word ‘’ Church’”’ was often used in the Old 
Testament, and that it is employed three times 
in the gospels, 23 times in the Acts of the 
Apostles and 64 times in the letters of St. Paul. 


The word means an assembly, a gathering, a 
reunion for some religious purpose. Gradually 
it came to mean a local community or a 
domestic gathering. ‘‘Church’’ came to mean a 
social expression of the Kingdom of God or of 
the Mystical Body of Christ of which he is the 
head. But always there is implied an obligation. 
of the members to build, to construct, to labor 
for the spread of this community. 


Under the directing hand of Christ, 
“‘Church’’ members are called to a union, a 
solidarity, a living sharing in a temple which is 
both alive and really social. This is a 
communion of grace, of fraternal charity in the 
shared hope, faith and love that binds us 
together, sharing, as does a healthy human 
being, in a single circulation of life-giving

The reaction varies with our 
angle of vision. 

Sometimes the very idea can send 
us into a litany of ‘‘mea culpas’’ or 
launch us on an enthusiastic miracle 
tour to ‘‘lay hands’’ on everything in 
sight! But where we really discover 
the divine model of what we are meant 
to be is in our hungers—the things we 
long for and are always seeking—the

LOVE, acceptance, self-esteem, a: 


sense of being of worth and valuable 
to the world. Love, of course, is the 
first and greatest, the one on which all 


-others hinge. We no longer need 


poets or psychologists to tell us that. It 
has become the truism of the 20th 


century! 


- Deep in that subconscious level 
where we know what we are meant to 
be, the hunger to be that person 
drives us—the hunger for the love 
that will make us whole affects 
everything we do. Deep down, that 
inner being knows that we are made of 
and for love and that to experience it 
fully is to know God and heaven. To 
deny or be denied love completely, is 
to know hell. 


‘Everyone wants to be liked. 
Everyone needs to be loved,”’ a friend 
used to tell her children. ‘‘Remember 
that when someone is unkind or mean 
and unfriendly. Remember it when 
someone tries to hurt you. Chances 
are that he is in a kind of panic that 
love will pass him by. Very likely he 
has had past experiences of being 
unloved or disliked. So be kind.’’ 


WE DO PANIC, one way or 
another, when we feel unloved or 
when those we thought cared for us 
are unfaithful, or when people reject 
us in our times of failure or attack us 
in their own panic of jealousy or 


- threatenednéss. A wild, unreasoning 


fear of deprivation that breaks out in 
anger, coldness, some kind of violent 
or self-protective expression. 


Being largely subjective in our 
viewpoint, we are much more easily 
panicked by the thought that we might 
be rejected and unloved than that we 
might ourselves be rejecting and 
unloving. We are so concerned with 
grasping our own lifeline, ‘seizing our 
own inheritance, that we forget that 
all the rest of creation are co-heirs! 


Love begets love. It has been so 


since the beginning and must be so to 
the end. God’s incomprehensible . 
love—the only truly unconditional 
love there has ever been—begot a 
universe, formed of and for love. Its 


“whole purpose was meant to be a 


universal harmony, a universal love 
poem —all creation moving, growing, 
responding to the living flood of divine 
love. 


WHAT HAPPENED? How did we 
come to be such fearful offspring, 
blindly grasping for an identity yet 
knowing ourselves so little? How have 
we become so shortsighted? Our focus 
reaches no further than ourselves. 
Without the larger view, God's 
eye-view, we are unable to see 
ourselves in context. : 


If we could, we should overcome 
that fear of being unloved, no longer 
be threatened by the loss of our 
unique personality. We would know 
ourselves a vital part of Love itself,

Then our fear would be not that we 
might not be loved, but that we might 
not be loving enough.

Biblical Profiles: Abraham 


Story of a loving father, 


son, foreshadows Calvary

“Faith is confident assurance concerning 
what we hope for, and conviction about things 
we do not see’’ (Hebrews 11:1). 


The biography of Abraham stands as one 
of the greatest faith stories in the history of 
religion. About 2,000 years before Christ, a 
young family man underwent a profound 
religious experience in the riverside city of 
Haran along the banks of the Euphrates. In a 
culture where mathematicians were develop- 
ing geometry, equations, and the 60-minute 
hour and everyone believed that each group 
had its own god, Abraham experienced the 
one God and Father of all. 


AT THE DAWN of recorded history, 
Abraham came to know the God who would 
create a believing people through His 
servant. In that solemn hour, Abraham 
sensed that this God wills life and hope for 
everyone. 


“God did not make death, nor does he 
rejoice in the destruction of the living. For he 
fashioned all things that they might have 
being...God formed man to be imperishable; 
the image of his own nature he made him”’ 
(Wisdom 1:13-14; 2:23). __ 

Abraham sensed a call to leave the 
security and known future of his homeland 
and go forth as the first missionary of the 
living God. Abraham moved to Canaan. 
Along the way he enjoyed several more 
depth experiences of God in which he came 
to see that God’s love would see him through 
the destiny of becoming a Father of 
Believers, both in the descendants of his 
own flesh and in all those people who would 
catch the fire which ignited his own belief. 


ABRAHAM possessed the confident 
assurance that God would keep his promises 
despite all evidence to the contrary. Like any 


pioneer traveling in strange lands, Abraham - 


and his family endured the hostility of 
strangers and the fear that resettlement 


would not be possible. Furthermore, the 


years wore on and his tender young wife 
aged with them. She showed no signs of 
fertility. Yet Abraham stood by a conviction 
‘that he would find a permanent settlement 
and that God would gift them with a child. 
He had an amazing capacity to look beyond 
what could not yet be seen. 


Little by little God kept His promises. 


Abraham did find a home and Sarah, his 
wife, did have a baby. They named him 
Isaac. When this boy grew to early 
adolesence,. he became the occasion of the 
trial by fire for Abraham. 


In cold prose the Bible describes God 
requiring the blood sacrifice of the only son. 
Abraham is to take the boy to Mount 
Moriah, knife him to death and burn him as 
a religious offering. With no comment on the 
disappointment or shock to the father, the 
text describes the preparations as casually 
as though they were going on a fishing trip. 
They set out on a three-day journey besieged 
by a heavy and embarrassing silence. The 
boy carries the wood, little knowing it is 
meant to be his holocaust. The father carries 
the knife. (The Hebrew noun says ‘‘butcher 
knife’’.) 


AT THEIR destination the two go through 


motions that are trance-like, as though they: 


were sleep walkers carrying out orders. 
Abraham makes a crude altar bed, ties up 
his unresisting boy, puts him on the bed. He 
raises the butcher knife in midair, ready to 
destroy his only hope. At this moment the 
tension is broken, God speaks. ‘‘Do not lay 
your hand on the boy. I know now how 
devoted you are to God since you did not 
withhold from me your own beloved son’”’ 
(Genesis 22:12). 


Some commentators have said this is 
simply a story of how God .was opposed to 
the practice of human sacrifice occurring off 
and on in those days. But the meaning 
seems deeper than that. It is one of the most 
profound stories of faith in religious history. 
As the writer of Hebrews points out, the 
story shows that Abraham’s faith was so 
deep that he believed God would keep His 
promise of giving Him descendants, even if 
it meant bringing the boy’s body back to life. 


‘Abraham reasoned that God was able to 
raise from the dead, and so he received Isaac 
back as a symbol (Hebrews 11:19). Thus the 
author of Hebrews sees this event as a 
parable of the resurrection, for God did 
indeed raise Christ from the dead in order 
that the promise made to Abraham should 
be fulfilled in the new dispensation. This 
story of a loving father and an obedient son 
foreshadows the mount of Calvary where the 
theme of costly sacrifice is enacted. The 
Lamb of God dies and rises to show the love 
in which we all can and should put our faith.

Growth in Holiness in Persecution 


Trial by Fire 


Jesus is reason for faith 


By Father John J. Castelot 


The young Christian communities had to 
put up with harassment and persecution 
from their earliest days. Accounts are 
contained in the Acts of the Apostles and in 
the letters of Paul. At first these were local 
disturbances, but as the first century wore 
on and Christianity became more wide- 
spread and attracted more attention, 
persecutions became more general, official, 
governmental. 


They grew in intensity in the last third of 
the century, and it is rather surprising that 
there are so few references to them in the 
writings of that period; not that there are no 
such references, but they are rather oblique. 
One signal exception is the Apocalypse or 
Revelation of John, but that will be the 
subject of a forthcoming column. 


WE RUN across a few references in the, 


letter known as I Peter, probably written by 
a disciple of the great apostle toward the end 
of the century—the same sort of pheno- 
menon we encountered last week with 
regard to the Pastoral Epistles. After having 
reminded his readers of their rebirth to a 
new ‘‘hope which draws its life from the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead’’ 
(1:3), he goes on to say: 


‘‘There is cause for rejoicing here. You 
may for a time have to suffer the distress of 
many trials, but this is so that your faith, 
which is more precious than the passing 
splendor of fire-tried gold, may by its 
genuineness lead to praise, glory, and honor 
when Jesus Christ appears’’ (1:6-7). 


Again in 2:11-12: ‘‘Beloved, you are 
strangers and in exile...Though the pagans 
may slander you as troublemakers, conduct 
yourselves blamelessly among them.” 


And, more pointedly: ‘‘Do not be 
surprised, beloved, that a trial by fire is 
occurring in your midst. It is a test for you, 
but it should not catch you off guard. Rejoice 
instead, in the measure that you share 
Christ’s sufferings. When his glory is 
revealed, you will rejoice exultantly. Happy 


are you when you are insulted for the sake of 


Christ...’ (4:12-13). 


A HINT THAT the persecutions in 
question are more than local is contained in 
5:13, where the author sends greetings from 
“the church that is in Babylon.’’ Babylon 
was a code name for Rome. In the Old 
Testament the real Babylon had been the 
implacable enemy of the people of God, 
destroying their City and temple and 
dragging them off into exile. So when the 


author refers to Rome as Babylon, the 


implication is quite clear. 

‘ However, rather than dwell morbidly on 
the difficulties of Christian life, the author 
presents a beautifully positive picture of that 
life. The letter is an exhortation to the 
readers to live lives which will reflect their 
convictions, their beliefs. But while the 
accent is on exhortation and encouragement, 
the doctrinal basis of the new way of life is 
not neglected. Far from it! Especially strong 
is the baptismal theme; in fact, the letter 
seems in many ways like a baptismal 
catechesis, an instruction which would have 
been delivered to the newly baptized in the 
liturgy of the day. 


There are other themes, too, and this 
letter has been called the best introduction 


}

to the writings of the New Testament. It 
states the fundamental doctrines of Chiis- 


tinaity with a charming simplicity: .the . 


Trinity, the divinity of Christ, His 
redemptive work leading to eternal salva- 
tion, of which Baptism is the beginning for 
the faithful Christian, the place of the 
Church in God’s plan of salvation. Leaning 
heavily on the teaching of the Master, 
especially the Sermon on the Mount, the 
author exhorts his readers, and all 
Christians of all times, to live truly Christian 
lives. 


FROM THIS same period (late first 
century) we have the magnificent composi- 
tion known as the letter to the Hebrews. It 
presents many problems: It is more like a 
majestic sermon that a letter; no one knows 
who wrote it, and no one knows to whom it 
was actually addressed. At any rate, the 
addressees are apparently in need of 
exhortation, encouragement to persevere in 
the faith in spite of difficulties. As one 
author puts it: 


They are in possession of the Bible (the 
Old Testament) and a creed, and they hold 
services of worship. But the preaching of the 
word has lost its excitement and they have 
become dull of hearing (5:11). They are 
threatened with hardness of heart (Chapters 
3-4), carelessness (12:12ff), boredom (10:25), 
even with apostasy (3:12; 4:1), and are in 
danger of drifting like a boat which has lost 
its rudder. 


However, just as in I Bese references to 
unsettling persecutions are imprecise. A 
fairly clear one is the following: 


RECALL THE days gone by when, after 
you had been enlightened, you endured a 
great contest of suffering. At times you were 
publicly exposed to insult and trial; at other 
times you associated yourselves with those 
who were being so dealt with. You even 
joined in the sufferings of those who were in 
prison and joyfully assented to the 
confiscation of your goods, knowing that you 
had better and more permanent possessions. 
Do not, then, surrender your confidence; it 
will have great reward. (10:32-35) 


One other example comes from Chapter 
12: ‘‘Let us keep our eyes fixed on Jesus, 
who inspires and perfects our faith. For the 
sake of the joy which lay before him he 
endured the cross, heedless of its shame... 
Remember how he endured the opposition of 
sinners; hence do not grow despondent or 
abandon the struggle.’’ (Verses 2, 3) 


But again, just as in I Peter, the author 
accentuates the positive and has produced a 
glorious piece of Christian literature, one 
with which Catholics unfortunately seem 
quite unfamiliar. Its remarkable theology 
forms the basis of the exhortation with the 
author addresses over and over again to his 
unseen audience. 


JESUS HIMSELF is the reason they must 
remain steadfast in the, midst of the 
temptations and difficulties which beset 
them. : 


In fact, the most striking of the many 
beautiful themes of the discourse is that of 
the eternal priesthood of Jesus Christ. 
Recalling who He is, what He has done and 
continues to do for them, they should be 
supremely courageous and staunchly faithful 
“*since he forever lives to make intercession 
for them’’ (7:25)

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Biblical Profiles: Isaac 
We are more like Jacob 
than his grandfather

A popular legend says that Isaac’s name 
means laughter. His mother was so long 
beyond the possibility of childbearing, that 
she laughed at the thought she could still 
have a baby. Still the surprising conception 
and birth occurred and ‘“‘little laughter- 
Isaac:’ was born. . 


As the son of Abraham, Isaac would 
inherit the deep faith of his father and he 
spoke of religious experiences similar to 
those of his parent, especially the 
consciousness of God’s loving fidelity to the 


' family and the covenant promise of a 


multitude of descendants. 


ISAAC MARRIED Rebekah who bore him 
twin sons, Esau and Jacob. Esau, the 
red-haired lover of hunting and _ the 
outdoors, was his father’s favorite. Jacob, 
the smooth-skinned and retiring personality, 
was the mother’s pet. Though Jacob was the 
second born of the twins, therefore ineligible 
to inherit the major portion of Isaac’s 
property, he managed through personal 
schemes to wrest the inheritance from his 
unsuspecting brother. 


The biblical text narrates some business 
dealings which Isaac engaged in, several 
religious experiences and the skill with 
which he farmed. But the major: story 
retained is that whereby he mistakenly gives 
the bulk of the inheritance to Jacob instead 
of the rightful heir, Esau. 


It must be noted that the life of Isaac 
seems wedged in between his saintly Father 
Abraham and his wily son Jacob. Isaac’s 
character remains positively shadowy com- 
pared to the religious dynamism of his father 
and the chronicle of craftiness displayed by 
his son. He is basically a set piece against 
which we see heights. of holiness and a 
tapestry of human weaknesses. 


IT IS LIKE leaving the mountain top 
where spiritual giants converse with God to 
plunge into the dust of a shopping bazaar 
where the buyer must beware. Religious 
history enshrines Abraham in the ideals of 
sainthood. It details the life of Jacob in, less 
exalted terms. 


It remembers qualities that story tellers 
love and gossipers thrive on, namely, 
cunning, the quick wit and a flair for 
unscrupulous bargaining. Abraham was the 


kind of person we ought to be. Jacob is the 
kind of person we usually find we are, a 
person of weaknesses who needs to strive for 
goodness and greatness. 


The beauty of the stories is that it shows 
that God was dealing with a real world. He 
did not choose Israel because it had a special 
talent for religion. Like all people, there was 
good in the worst of them and bad in the best 
of them. Their history would detail a hall of 
fame of great saints and plenty of ordinary 
mortals. God chose Israel out of love. He did 
not choose them’because they were so good. 
They became good and great because He 
chose them. 


THIS IS the backdrop for understanding 
the trick that Jacob used to deceive his blind 
old father and gain the birthright. Isaac 
senses his death is imminent. He wants to 
have a.supper of the lamb before his demise. 


Like any great patriarch he intends. to 
preside over his death and not stumble 
toward it as some unwilling slave to the 
inevitable. The story of the deceit is well 
known. How the mother plotted with her 
favorite son Jacob to fool the old man into 


giving his blessing to him instead of Esau. ~ 


While the blessing had the legal 
significance of passing on the property to 


Jacob, it had the added spiritual meaning of _ 


communicating wisdom and holiness. The 
Hebrews believed that life came when God 


breathed into clay. Hence life is the very 


breath of the Lord. - 


AS THAT breath mingles with the fidelity 
and spiritual growth of the receiver, it 
becomes a spiritual ‘“‘property’’ to be 
handed on to the next generation. This is the 
special significance of ‘‘blessing’’ in that the 
accumulated life of God would pass from 
generation to generation through this 
solemn ceremony. ; 


In the end, the seriousness of the blessing 
is such that it cannot be withdrawn. Its legal 
and spiritual impact is final. The subsequent 
history of Jacob will show that he will do 
plenty of penance for his wayward behavior 
and that a kind of justice will accrue to Esau. 
The point is that the history of the patriarchs 
is as full of heights and depths as any human 
and religious story. As Isaac’s name implies, 
the history is not always a ‘“‘laughing 
matter.”’ 


‘‘We must offer the Lord whatever interior sacrifice we are 
able to give Him, and His Majesty will unite it to that which He 
offered to the Father upon the Cross, so that it will have the value 
won for it by our will, even though our actions may be in. 
themselves trivial.’’—St. Teresa of Avila, ‘‘The Interior Castle,”’

Lay Priests Offer Sacrifices 


Discipleship costs in pain

Aleksandr I. Solzhenitsyn paid amazing 
tribute to Christians who suffered in Soviet 
slave labor camps: ‘‘Clumsy, semiliterate; 
unable to deliver speeches from the rostrum 
or compose an underground proclamation 
(which their faith made unnecessary 
anyway), they went off to camp to face 
tortures and death—only so as not to 
renounce their faith! They knew very well for 
what they were serving time, and ‘they were 
unwavering in their convictions! 


The recent visit to Poland of Archbishop 
Joseph L. Bernardin, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
(NCCB), and Bishop James S. Rausch, 
general secretary of NCCB, uncovered signs 
of less dramatic sacrifices in the face of 
Communist repression. On one occasion 
100,000 persons gathered for a religious 
celebration despite the shutdown of public 
transportation and the absence of announce- 
ments in the media. 


IN 1975 MORE new priests were ordained 
in Poland than in all 11 countries of South 
America combined. The Polish people cling 
tenaciously to their faith despite subtle 


persecution such as the limiting of the . 


enrollment of their only Catholic university 
and the efforts to prevent their founding new 
parishes in newly developed suburban 
areas. 


Thus conditions in Poland indicate that 
Christian faith becomes more intense when 
it involves hardship and sacrifice. The early 
Church grew strong despite persecutions 
which rolled out across the Roman empire in 
successive shock waves from Nero’s first 
persecution in 64 A.D. until Constantine’s 


- edict of toleration in 313. 


Both of .the New Testament books 
presented in this week’s study, the First 
Epistle of St. Peter and the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, offer strong encouragement to 
Christians faced with persecution. The letter 
to the Hebrews congratulates its readers, 
for, ‘‘You even joined in the sufferings of 
those who were in prison and joyfully 
assented to the confiscation of your goods, 
knowing: that you had better and more 
permanent possessions.’’ (10:34). 


THE REFERENCE to the confiscation of 
goods and ‘‘better and more permanent 
possessions’’ speaks of a kind of liberation 
theology. Christians can be made poor and 
stripped of worldly pride and security but 
they are thereby freed from the power of the 
devil or of self-love. By His death Jesus 
robbed the devil, prince of death, of his 
power and freed those ‘who through fear of 
death had been slaves their whole life long’’ 
(Hebrews 2:15). 


Ever since St. Paul’s heroic sacrifices, 
Christians have found they ate liberated 
when imprisoned for their faith, enriched 
when the world strips them of possessions, 
and strengthened in faith when weakened in 
body. Perhaps the Polish Communist 
government today has learned this lesson 
since they do not employ crude and violent 
forms of persecution. 


St. Peter described the early Christians as 
a ‘‘chosen race, a royal priesthood, a holy 
nation’ (I Peter 2:9). He meant that all 
Christians are lay priests who exercise their 
priesthood in offering the sacrifices and 
sufferings they endure. 


CHAPTERS THREE to 10 of the Epistle to 
the Hebrews paint a dramatic picture of 
Christ the High Priest whom all suffering 
Christians imitate as they offer their own 
sacrifices in a priestly way. In a final 
exhortation this epistle includes prayer and 
good works under the sacrifices Christians 
must offer in their priesthood: 


“Through Jesus let us continually offer 
God a sacrifice of praise, that is, the fruit of 
lips which acknowledge his name. Do not 
neglect good needs and: generosity; God is 
pleased by sacrifices of that kind.’ 
(Hebrews 13:15-16) 


Our United States’ culture recoils from 
pain, privation, and sacrifice and propels us 
toward comfort and affluence. The recent 
scandals of business and political corruption, 
the accelerating divorce rate, the increasing 
isolationism of U.S. foreign policy, and the 
booming abortion business all typify the 
‘‘easy’’ and less painful solutions to 
profound moral challenges. The Christian 
priestly ideal of offering sacrifice seems 
culturally out of place. 


RECALLING THE suffering Christians- 
Solzhenitsyn found in slave labor camps and 
the hardships endured by Polish Catholics 
may well suggest to U.S. Catholics that true 
discipleship costs in the coin of sacrifice and 
nonconformity. As the U.S. culture pres- 
sures Catholic Christians to accept its 
standards about divorce and abortion, its 
preoccupation with U.S. prosperity despite 
world hunger, and the phony happiness 
image of the affluent two-child family in the 
suburbs portrayed in TV dramas, the real 
challenges of I Peter and Hebrews emerge 
again. : 

St. Peter, the first Vicar of Christ, asked a 
potent rhetorical question, ‘“Who indeed can 
harm you if you are committed deeply to 
doing what is right?’’ (I Peter 3:13). He 
answered it in the next breath with prophetic 
words that speak to authentic Christianity 
emerging as a counter-culture in America: 
“Even if you should have to suffer for 
justice’ sake, happy. will you be.”’ (I Peter 
3:14). :

Comunidades de Base seek to unify parish through small groups

For many years Holy Cross Father 
Pawlicki labored among the Spanish-speak- 
ing in South America as a missionary. Last 
year he brought his experience as a catechist 
to this diocese as director of the Cocahella 
Valley Missionary Program. With the help of 
the dean, Msgr. Michael Nolan, and the 


. priests of the Palm Springs Deanery, Father 


Pawlicki has set about the task of reaching 
the thousands of Spanish-speaking Catholics 
in the area. A keystone of his ministry is 
Comunidades de Base which he describes in 
this article. 


Comunidades de Base? Could it be some 
kind of new Mexican organization, a 
Mexican song title, or baseball outfit like the 
old time parish CYO teams? 


Interestingly enough, Comunidad de Base 
is not an organization. It is not, a pious 
association like the Holy Name Society, or 
the Guadalupanas who meet to pray, with 
some socializing, and possibly to raise some 
money for parish needs. It is not the 
charismatic prayer group meeting to pray. 

Comunidad de Base people may do all 
these things: they pray together; they work 
together; they may branch out into many 
endeavors, but the endeavors would be born 
of a need that the Comunidad de Base sees 
and responds to. - % 

TRANSLATED, Comunidad de Base 
means a Basic Christian Community. It is a 
community of Catholics who feel the need for 
a deeper personal relationship with other 


Catholics than can now be obtained in a_ 


parish, or in a parish organization. 

In the efforts to meet the waves of millions 
of immigrants from Europe, the Catholic 
Church organized the country much like the 
federal government did. It organized the 
country, into geographical units called 
parishes. Everyone in a certain area, 
bounded by such and such a street, was 


' automatically in St. Cunagunda parish. 


Since most Catholics of that area were in 
an ethnic neighborhood, Irish, Italian, Polish 
or German, the system worked. If some 
ethnic group overlapped into other geo- 
graphical areas, other parishes, then 
national parishes were established, so. you 
could skip the boundaries and go to your 
ethnic Polish, Irish or German national 
parish. 

IT WORKED pretty well, and it fit the 
North American penchant for tidy organiza- 
tion. Since most parishes had to build the 
whole plant, hall, school, convent, church 
and priest’s house, the. people were kept 
busy on such unifying endeavors. For those 
who wanted more piety and more social 
contact, there were pious associations, the 
Sacred Heart Society, the Rosary Society, 
etc. 


The Mass was the action that brought a 


_great sense of unity to all Catholics. Since it 


was in Latin, you could go to any parish, and. 


follow your own Sunday missal. It might be 
boring if the sermon were in another 
language, but you had attended Mass. All 
kinds of people could be at the same Mass, 
different cultural backgrounds, different 


_ social strata and different interests in life. 


The Mass gave a unity to all. 


But warm, loving union among Catholics? 
They all scattered after Mass to be the first 
out of the parking lot. Something vital was 
missing. Then the altar was turned around in 
the same big churches, and the entire Mass 
was put in the vernacular. Everyone was told 
that they were now, ‘‘the people of God.”’ 


THEY WERE URGED to sing together, 
and pray more consciously together in the 
big, cavernous church. Still, people rushed 
to their cars. Coffee and doughnuts were 
served in the hall after Mass to stop the 
flight. Some people came and they did feel 
closer to each other. Glimmerings of 
Community! 


’ Basic Christian Community is a small 
gathering of 20 to S0 Catholic adults who 
form a community more basic than a 
geographical area called a parish. 


They meet bi-monthly. Their first order of 
business is meeting in the Lord, so someone 
in the group volunteers to pray. They sing 
songs, religious mostly. Another volunteer is 
in charge of ‘‘ice breaking’’, and he leads 
the group in one of its most. important 
functions, an exercise ‘‘to know each other.”’ 
The walls come tumbling down, funny at 
times, but never sticky sentimental, nor 
piously simplistic. rapt 

THE LORD’S WORD is discussed in the 
scriptural session for 15 minutes by the 
people broken into groups of five or six. 
Results of each group’s ponderings are 
given in a plenary session. 


The group may then attack problems of 
the Christian community, of the neighbor- 
hood, of the parish in the plenary session. 
They are alive in Christ, and they feel 


responsible. They end with prayers, songs . 


and an ‘‘abrazo’’ of peace. A social, cake 

and coffee follow. A 
Basic Christian Communities are loosely 

put together. People take turns planning the 


- meetings, the liturgies, the Mass in the 


parish on Sunday. People are capacitated, 
made more capable by passing the work 
around. But the most important thing is their 
union with Christ the Person, and their 
union of friendship love with their brothers 
and sisters in Christ. Their love for Christ 
comes through and is expressed by love for 
each other. But that love, seen in the face of 
your brother, increases your awareness of 
how Christ must love you. 


CHRISTIAN communities must be divisive 
for a parish, no? On the contrary, the more 
friendship love is practiced the more it will 
extend outside the group to others. Erotic 
love of man and woman for each other is

La Comunidad Cristiana de Base es una 
pequena asamblea de 20 a 50 adultos que 
forman una comunidad mas basica que una 
area geografica llamada parroquia.

La palabra de Dios se discute por 15 
minutos dividiendo a la gente en grupos de 
cinco o seis personas cada grupo. Los 
resultados que se ponderan de cada grupo se 
presentan en ta sesion plenaria. 


El grupo puede entonces atacar los 
problemas de la comunidad Cristiana, de el 
vecindario, de la parroquia en la sesion 
plenaria.

LAS COMUNIDADES Cristianas de Base 
se ponen juntas con desenvoltura.

exclusive. The two want to be together, and 
exclude everyone else from their presence. 
But friendship love is inclusive, and wishes 


to spread to everyone else. 


Christian Community is really a workshop 
of friendship love. Practiced there, difficult 
at times because of the abrasiveness of some 
natures, the members are schooled to extend 
friendship love into the world. 


The idea is new, but it is very, very old. It 
goes all the way back to Christ, and to the 
first Christian communities. Look at Acts, 
chapters 2 and 4. It is a vitalizing’ idea for 
parishes, live cells of 40 to 50 adults who are 
really close friends. The Sunday Mass is a 
meeting place for such cells of Christian 
groupings. The parish comes alive. 


SUCH LIFE IS coming to the Comunidad 
de Base in the labor camp of South Indio 
which has been meeting in a house for a year 
and a half. There are 20 members. Slowly, 
they began to reach out to their Mexican 
brothers in the labor camp. Few of the 
hundreds of families living there attended 
the parish church of Indio. The Feast of the 
Virgin of Guadalupe was celebrated with a 
procession where eventually S00 people 
filtered out of their homes from their TV’s to 
an outdoor Mass. Christmas was another 
opportunity to attract the people to a live 
presentation of Christmas eve, biblical style, 
-and a midnight Mass. 


Regular Sunday morning Mass was begun 
with the liturgy planned, and carried out by 
the Christian community members. Holy 
Thursday, Friday, and Easter Sunday were 


richly celebrated by the liturgies planned 


and-carried out by the Christian community 
members for the hundreds. that attended. 


A mission was put on in the open night air, 


«a mission of movies on the life of Christ. 


amor de unos a otros. Pero ese amor, visto 
en la cara de tu hermano, aumenta tu 
conocimiento de como Cristo debe amarte.

Reaching out time is 
stirring them about now. 


THESE ARE vital cells of geographical 
parishes. The more: they multiply, the 
stronger will become the parish. It will not 
be the same parish form as before, a 
pyramid structure of pastor and committees 
with a huge passive mass of the laity. But it 
will be a parish of vibrant cell life uniting in 
the local parish church for Sunday Mass. 

It will be a group of cells asking the priest, 
and finally affording him the opportunity, to 
be not an administrator, but a prophet and a 
spiritual director to heal and bind the 
wounds of different communities. Above all 


he will be asked to help them pierce through . 


to a deeper life of love for the Person of 
Jesus Christ, and for his brothers and 
sisters.

Bishops urge retention of Latin Mass 


LONDON (NC) — A num- 
ber of English Catholic 
bishops, including Cardinal 
George Hume of Westmins- 
ter, are reportedly advocat- 
ing the preservation of the 
traditional but now banned 
Latin Tridentine Mass as a 
legal and generally available 
alternative to the new order 
of Mass as a way of heading 
off a possible schism. 

Some traditionalist follow- 
ers of Archbishop Marcel 
Lefebvre have given indica-” 
tions they may form a 
schismatic church. 


The archbishop, founder of 
the traditionalist seminary at 
Econe, Switzerland, has been 
suspended from his priestly. 
functions by the Vatican, and 
he recently said in an 
interview that he was plan- 
ning to establish ‘‘a church 
separate from Rome.’’ 

In a story in the London 
Times Aug. 16, religious 
affairs cofrespondent, Clif- 
ford Longley, quoted Cardin- 
al Hume as saying: ‘‘I have a 


good deal of sympathy for 
those people who love their 
Tridentine Mass, but I have 
no sympathy for those who 
take action leading to 
schism.”’
